Whether we eat at home, in the galley or have "mess" food is, and always will 
be, the first line of national defense. 


Long before the present generation was or may be called to the "galley," or to 
the "mess hall" FOOD has had its inning in the building of the vigorous bodies and 
minds that are required for national defense in an emergency. 


It will ever be so. But, national defense is not a mere matter of the heroic effort 
of men in uniform. It is a matter of EVERYBODY being capable of doing their 
jobs, either at home or in the armed forces. The job back home is just as impor­ 
tant, though less glamorous. Most of it is woman's lot . . . not the lot of man. 


TEMPERATURE IS QUITE IMPORTANT if we are to ideally protect our perish­ 
able foods. Growth of bacteria, which eat and multiply within all foods, is 
inhibited at temperatures below fifty degrees F. That is why we refrigerate per­ 
ishable foods. 


LOW and CONSTANT TEMPERATURE is needed, but it should not be too low. 
In the home or store refrigerator the temprature MUST be kept above the freez­ 
ing point. It should never go above fifty degrees. 


Whatever the temperature is, it should not have rapid ups-and-downs, such as 
are caused when mechanical devices turn the cold on and off. 


ICE refrigerates only as excess heat is present. Even a small fraction of one de­ 
gree in temperature increases or decreases the rate at which it works. It has 
no on-and-off periods. It works incessantly. 


CIRCULATING AIR is required to evenly distribute temperature in any refrig­ 
erator. Air is the medium that carries excess heat given off by the foods to the 
ice. Help is given the movement of air in the modern ice refrigerator. The cabi­ 
net is designed to direct the "drop" of the cold heavy air from the ice to the 
foods, and to also aid the "rise" of the air back to the ice when it picks up more 
heat in the food compartment. 


It is this law of nature, assisted by the arrangement of baffles and air flues, that 
makes the air in the Modern Ice Refrigerator travel unceasingly from the foods 
to the ice. No mechanism is needed. 


WHEN CIRCULATING AIR travels from the foods to the ice as it must do in a 
Modern Air-Conditioned Refrigerator, it picks up the excess heat of course, but 
it also picks up gases, odors, bacteria and minute solids, just as it does when the 
air in the room moves from place to place. These impurities are harmful to our 
foods often more than is excess heat. 


MELTING ICE absorbs excess heat from the air that contacts it. The water film 
on the surface of the ice does two other things that are just as necessary for the 
safest food protection as is the removal of excess heat. 


THIS WATER FILM "balances" the humidity or water content of the air . . . 
prevents its becoming too "thirsty" and yet not moist enough to wet the surface 
of the foods. This water film absorbs or "washes" all impurities out of the air, so 
that when it again drops from the ice to the foods it is as pure as air can be 
made.

Shortage of Oils, 
Fats, Sugar Faces 
People of America 


W a shington, 
D. C., 
J an. 19 — 
(A P )—Secreta ry of Agriculture 
Claude R. W ickard said in a radio 
broadcast 
Sunday 
the 
United 
Sta tes fa ced a shorta ge of sugar, 
fa ts, and oils by the end of 19 42. 
“ The suga r situa tion 
is 
per­ 
haps 
the 
m ost 
critical," W ick­ 
ard said, “ because ordinarily we 
produce only about a third of our 
na tiona l requirements and we de­ 
pend 
on 
Cuba, 
the Philippines. 
Hawaii, and Puerto Rico for much 
of our supply .” 
Must Share Sugar Supply 
Increased Cuban production and 
suga r 
from South 
and Central 
America m ight help the situation, 
the secreta ry of a griculture said, 
adding: 


“ But out of the la rge Cuban 
crop, some of the suga r is being 
used to m ake industrial alcohol. 
FU I*the Fmor e7 ~we" must I 
suga r with others of the united 
nations. 
So, without our usual 
a m ounts of suga r from the Phil­ 
ippines and 
Hawaii, 
there just 
won’t be enough suga r for our 
usual consum ption.” 
W ickard said there wa s a la rge 
enough supply of fa ts and oils on 
hand “ to m eet our needs for a 
y ea r if we get only our ordinary 
production. 
But by 19 43, unless 
we produce more fa ts and oils a t 
home, our tota l supply may grow 
short.” 
More Pea nuts Sought 
To m ake up any possible short­ 
age, W ickard said 
farmers were 
being asked 
“to increase 
their 
p ro ductio n of peanuts for oil by 
2>2 tim es and th eir a crea ge of soy 
beans by 50 per cent 
ov er 
la st 
y ear.” 
W ickard 
said h e believ ed the 
U nited S tates would “ continue to 
hav e p lenty of health giv ing food. 
so far a s the tota l supply is con­ 
cerned. 
, 
“ But now we are one of the 26 
united na tions whose resources for 
winning the w af are to be shared, 
and p laced wherev er there is need. 
W e don’t know how m a ny people 
we shall be called on to feed out­ 
side the borders 
of 
the United 
Sta tes. 
Neither do we know how 
grea t the difficulties in the way 
of 
increa sing our farm produc­ 
tion may become, through short­ 
a ges of rubber, 
steel, 
fertilizer, 
and so on, but farm ers and the 
processors and handlers of farm 
products are going 
to do 
their 
lev el best to meet the goa ls for 
higher production in 19 42” .
